Reno, Nev., July 81.—Mrs. Willlam
Ellls Corey, wife of the president ol
the United Sintes Steel Corporation
was awarded a divorce In the second
distriet eourt of Nevada yesterday
The cnse was submitted without argu
ment and the jury took but one ballot
The jury was out but n few minutes.

Mrs, Corey was In tenrs when told
that she hed been given a decree and
the cusiody of her (g-yearold son Al
lan Corey. She drove at once to her
home in Riverside avenue, where she
says she will congnue to reside. Ne
evidence was submitted by the de
fense and there was no argument,

The question of allmony was not fo
troduced. Mrs. Corey made an Inter
esting admission, however, touching
upon this phase of the case, stating i
May, 1900, several weeks before her pe
titlon for divoree was filed, she nego
tinted through her attorneys a finan
clal settlement with her husband,

“l1 am & resident of Rewno, Nev,'
snid Mrs. Corey, when placed on the
stand, “and the wife of Witlam Ellis
Corey, the defendant in thig action
We were marrled on Dec, 1, 1883, at
Plttsburg, Pa., and lived together untf!
May 1, 1005, At that time my husbund
deserted me and went to New York.

“I followed him and held a conver
satlon with him In the Hotel Lorralne
It was there that he told me that he
had decided to live apart. He sald
that 1t was Impossible for us to live
happily together and that [ would
never see him again. He stated that
he intended going to Europe for seve
eral months, There was no scene, |
talked with him about the matter and
utged him to again resume his place in
our home, but he refused. I have
never seen him since"

Mrs. Corey ndded that she came to
Reno for her health and that she had
no intention of bringing an action for
divorce at the time she took up her
residence in Nevada. She stated that
she selected Reno upon the advice of
her sisterin-daw, Miss Addle Corey,
that they congidered this place thelir
future home and expected Lo live here
In the future. She stated that she
wis best gsulted for the custody of her
son and ssked the court to place him
In her care.

Mrs. Corey was visibly affected while
telling her story. She testifled with
out evasion and In a clear volce. Her
attorneys feared that she would col
lapse, 4 her health has suffered since
the separation.

In his opening statement, one of his
attorneys, J. R. Redding of New York,
stated that she had been driven to a
geparvation and the divoree proceed-
ings by the sensatlonal stories printed
in the newspapers.

“Is It true that newspaper notoriety
was the principal factor in your sep-
aration from Mr. Corey and Is respon-
sible for this proceeding?” asked Hen-
Jamin Curler, one of her attorneys.

“Such lg not the cage, The storles
that may have appeured in the press
had nothing o do with it," sald Mrs,
Corey.

Miss Addle Corey, sister of the re-
spondent, was an interesting witness.
She corroborated Mrs, Corey’s siate-
ment that Corey had deserted his wife
and told how she and her sged mother
had made several Ineffectnal attempls
to effect a reconciliation,

Her brother, she sald, had Jost slght
of his home, belng absorbed in busi-
ness and infatunted with the fust life
of New York.

“Do you consider Mr. Corey a prop
er custodian for his son?" she was
asked.

“I do not,” she peplied.

“Why "

“For the reazon,” she sald, “that he
Is not a proper person for lis son to
assoclate with., He has no home and
his assoclates are not fit companions
for & young man of Allan's nge. I do
not think any New York man Is fit to
have charge of a boy of his age."

“Do you meun all New York men,
Misg Corey 7" continued the nttorney.

“I mean wealthy New York men,"

Allan Corey stated that at the time
of the parting his father ealled him
into his office and told him thut he had
declded 1o part from his mother, “He
#2id | was oo young to understand
the reasons, He then sald that my
mother wits & good woman and that
my place was at her side "

Wihille no bhlood stains were found on
the prisoner, susplelon rested on him
when It was learned that he was the
Inst person Seen about the house be-
fore the tragedy. He was taken from
his bed at 2 o'clock Monduy morning
and after o gevere examination ig al-
lnged to have made o complete confes-
sion,

Aceording to the story told in his al-
leged confesslon young Dempster at-
tempted An nssault on the 4-yearold
duughter after the departure of Mr.
Penree, but was frastrated by the
maother, who went to a bureaun to get
a revolver to shoot him. The negro
suve he secured the weapon first and
after Killlng the mother and the chil-
dren, set fire<to the house to hide the
erime.

The feellng ngninkt Dempster Is very
hitter.

When Samuel Pearce, a wellknown
resldent of Washington connty, return-
ed to his home from o drive Sunday
night, he found his wife and two ohll
dren dead and a third ehild dying from
bullet wounds. Who fired the shots
hius not been  learned. Indications
point to robibery as the motive,

An uttempt hid also been made to
gt fire to the house, but Pearce ar-
rived in time to extinguish the blaze.
Mrs, Pearee, who was 25 years old,
hind been shot throngh the breast:
Matrgaret, & yvears old, and Dwight, 11
monthe old, through the head, while
Robert,  still Iving, had a bullet
through his lupgs. The Pearce home
is three mlles north of this place.
